Merry-Go-Round 


Sup p ressed Rep ort Reveals GOP 
Attemp t to Sell Senate Seat 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON — It u as purposely omitted 
from the official findings, but the Senate elections 
subcommittee stumbled across a luicy Republican 
scandal in its search for Democratic scandals in 
New Mexico. What happened was that Republi­ 
can leaders tried to gorge 
$100,000 from GOP 
candidate Patrick J. Hurley. In brief, they tried 
to sell the GOP nomination as senator from New 
Mexico for $100,000 cash on the line. 


Though the investigators were under orders to 
dig up dim against Democratic Sen. Dennis Cha­ 
vez, they filed one confidential rep ort that was 
considerab ly more emb arrassing to the Rep ub ­ 
licans. 
It never saw the light of day. 
Here are 
p ertinent ex tracts from the sup p ressed rep ort: 


“As far b ack as Novemb er 21. 19 51," the rep ort 
stales, "(Pat) Hurley was ap p roached in a meet­ 
ing at the Laionda Hotel, Room 128, Santa 
Fe. 
New Mex ico, in regard to certain monetary 
advances from the contestant (Hurley).’’ 
The rep ort then ciuotes Hurley’s own signed 
aff'davit, given to Senate investigators. 
“One sp okesman b roke in ab rup tly and stated 
’ at they desired a p ledge from me to p ay 
$100,000 in return for which I would get the 
endorsement of the administration for the Re­ 
p ub lican nomination for United States senator," 
Hurley swore in his affidavit. 
“He said that 
$50,000 of the amount should b e p aid immedi­ 
ately and another $50,000 after I had received 
the nomination. 
He stated also that he thought 
the nomination under the circumstances, which 
he describ ed would assure election, as the Re­ 
p ub lican p arty would sup p ort me throughout 
the camp aign until elected." 
Hurley Say» No 
Hurley indignantly rejected the p rop osal on 
the grounds that lie “would be violating every 
corrupt practice law of both 
the state of New 
Mexico and the United States" and also “ would 
be guilty of such illegal conduct that would bar 
him from being seated in the United State» sen­ 
ate. if elected." 
A» a result, the GOP machine opposed Hurley 
in the pre-primary convention and later in the 
primary, though Hurley won both contests hand» 
down. 
“ This was considered quite an upset," com­ 
mented the confidential report, "as he w'as bit­ 
terly opposed by the regular Republican organ­ 
ization." 
In fact, the friction continued throughout the 
general election campaign, becoming so bitter 
’hat the GOP organization refused to furnish 
Hurley with a desk and office space as provided 
all other Republican candidates. 
a result,’* adds the suppressed Senate re­ 
port, "the contestant (Hurley) and the Republi­ 
can organization worked independently during 
the general election campaign." 
.\dmits Demand 
The Senate investigators, checking on Hurley’» 
sv urn statement, got one admission about the 
$100,000 demand. 
“ The committee has in its possession a tape 
recording on which a Rep ub lican leader admitted 
that the monetary demand was his own idea,” 
according to the investigators’ report. "However, 
he excused the demand as a lever to run the con- 
te.stant’s (Hurley’s) campaign and his very ae- 
tions, including what clothes and glasses he 
would be p ermitted to wear. 
He also stated on 
this same tap e recoidling that this sum would 
b e used to finance the camp aigns of two candi­ 
dates for Congress. 
“ When the Republican was interviewed, he re- 
’ated that the money referred to ab ove wa.« to 
b e placed in escrow to hold the contestant in 
line. 
However, he was vague, when questioned, 
what possible stipulation ^or 
such an escrow 
agreement he had in mind." 
NOTE — The $200,000 New Mex ico investiga­ 
tion was run b y GOP Senators Barrett of Wyo­ 
ming and Potter of Michigan. 
The only Demo- 
ffatic meml^er of the sub committee. Senator 
Hennings of Missouri, comp lained that he was 
‘ ex cluded entirely" from the committee's activ­ 
ities.

George’s p lan, is to increase p ersonal income 
tax ex emp tions from the p resent $600 per per­ 
son to $800, and uhimately to $1000. 
There is no question that this is real tax relief 
for the many. Jt would ex cuse an estimated 1$ 
million citizens from p aying any tax at all. The 
.saving to them would range from more than 
$4 
b illion to a final .$8 b illion according to ex p ert 
gues.ses. 
The Democrats p resent thi.« p lan with the 
argument that it is necessary as a mean? of 
stimulating b usmes.« and lifting the country out 
of it.« current economic rece.ssion 
Economists may 
disagree on 
the question 
whether this much .stimulation is needed now. 
Yet one cannot fairly que.stion the smceiity of 
some who sup p ort the p rop osal. 
Nevertheles.''. it has .seriou.« .shortcomings. The 
George p lan has b een offered entirely out of 
contex t, W i t h ou t any reference to the govern­ 
ment's overall financial p rob lem—p articularly 


to the .« ize of the deficit it would create. In that 
sense, it is highly irresp onsib le. 
A tax relief p rogram is the easiest thing in the 
world to devise, and it has automatic p olitical 
salab ility. But one may rightly ask; ‘Ts it nec­ 
essarily good for the country'.’'’ 
Borrowing to p av the government’s b ill.« has 
Its own set of evils. Inflation is one, b ut the 
others are unhap p ily a little less immeaiate. 
The record indicates that p ast Democratii' re­ 
gimes have found it rather easy to forget these 
future b urden.« . 
Mr. Ei.'^enhower inheriteri a coIos.saJ p ub lic 
deb t and a p rop osed 19 53-54 b udget that would 
have added many b illions to it. Since then he 
has b een earnestly engaged in what amounts to 
a ’oold ex p eriment—to learn whether it is p ossi­ 
b le for America fo live safely and well m a time 
of troub le without going far into the rea. 
To tha’, end, his administration sharp ly cut 
ex p enses for the 19 53-54 year, ($12 b illion), and 
p lanned further reductions in following years. 
A modest amount of tax relief was allowed Jan. 
1, 19 54, b ut the President held that further 
relief must await further cuts in .sp ending, 
so 
the b udget could b e b rought in b alance. 
That i.s .still his p ian. Tne comp rehensive tax 
revision oill Rep ub licans are sp onsoring is not a 
tax relief b iil in essence, b ut a thorough, b adly 
needed levarnp ing of the whole tax structure 
to eliminate inequities, confusion, and over­ 
lap p ing. 
It cioes offei more relief for b usiness than for 
individuals, as Democrats say. But these mea» - 
ures are de.signed to stimulate b usiness and en­ 
courage investment—not for a short-run reces­ 
sion or even a dep ression, b ut for the long p ull. 
Unjustly, the Democrats have sought to p icture 
this long-range revision as the administration’s 
“answer to the recession." 
It i.s nothing of the sort. And any new' 
tax 
relief b ill which does emerge from Congress 
ought to b e more scientifically designed than the 
George p lan, which b ears no relation» to the 
b urdens the government faces and would re­

Un­ 
til ’his hap p y, occasion arrives ^his dusease of 
the iilood and b lood-forming organs which, i:ke 
cancer, i.« of unknown cause, will have to oe 
di.scus.« ed m genera! and le.ss encouraging terms. 
There are several kinds of leukemia. For the 
p atient what is imp ortant is whether The disease 
is acute and rap idly p rogressive or chronic and 
slowly p icgressive. In b oth case.« the white b lood 
cells in the b lood are ab normal and usually in ­ 
creasing in luimoets. The numb ers of red cells 
are generaliy decreased, p ionucing an anemia. 
Frequently, too. the sp leen which hes 
in the 
up p er left p ortion of the ab domen, is enlaiged 
and changes are found in the b one nwarrow. 
In the rap idly urogrcssive typ es of leukemia 
there is noihin.e much that can b e done to slow 
riovMi the c ou r s e of the disea.^e. In many cases, 
htiwever, the disease p asses into the chronic 
stage without rtiiy treatment at all. or p erhap s 
aided b y the treatment attemp ted 
The ex act diagnosis of leukemia i.« made b y 
ex amining the b lood under the microscop e. This 
is done b y taking a small drop of b lood and 
counting the white cells. 
The b lood is also 
.« meared on a glass slide, stained with sp ecial 
dyes, and ex amined under the micro.scop e 
Disease on Increase 
I’ is p o'-sib ie that ienkemia it necoming more 
frequent, alti^ough d may still oe considered as 
• 
a r(» mp nj at;- f iy r are di.« ea.« e. It snouid 'oe real­ 
ized, *oo. that thcu'e are .several kinds of leu­ 
kemia. cu-p eiiding on 'he p articuiai varietv of 
white cells nivolved and on whe’her ‘he condi­ 
tion IS acute or chronic. 
Victims of leukemia, p ariiculariy those with 
chronic varieties, otten can 'oejrelp ed temp orarily 
b y b lood transfiisions.
